Wholesome foods suggested by Miss
Bab Bell in Agricultural Extension
Service Circular 10 of the University
of Missouri College of Agriculture
are: milk or cocoa; good wholesome
sandwiches two kinds rather than
two of one kind; fresh, canned and
dried fruits; rice puddings, baked cus-

tards, junkets, gelatins, eggs in cus-

tards, or hard-boile- d and chopped fine
for sandwich filling; bread and cook-

ies with nuts and fruits; well-cook-

cereals; green vegetables; small
amounts of home-mad- e candy.

Unwholesome lunches are: (1) bis-

cuits and sausage, mince pie. (2)
Large pieces of bread, no butter; one
slice of beef steak, cake. (3) Two
pieces of corn bread with fried ham,
two onions, one fourth mince pie. (4)
Two large soggy soda biscuits, two
fried eggs, one-ha- lf custard pie. (5)
Three fried ham sandwiches, two
pieces cake.
